Text: Matthew 3:11; John 1:36. 

Recently I have read The Robe 
by Lloyd C. Douglas, a story pur- 
porting to show what became of 
the robe of Jesus for which the 
soldiers cast lots. The claims of 
this novel are, of course, vision- 
ary and without foundation, as are 
the claims of Catholicism, that 
the robe fell upon Peter at Rome. 
No one can prove that Peter was 
ever at Rome and any sane mind 
knows that it is very improbable 
that this robe ever reached Rome. 

But intriguing as might be the 
speculations on what became of 
the robe of Jesus, I am far more 
interested in the shoes that He 
wore. John the Baptist was al- 
so. The first thing that the ever 


spoke of Jesus was about His 
shoes—“‘whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear.” 


The Apostle John never spoke 
of the robe of Jesus, but he did 
“stand looking upon Jesus as He 
walked,” and he said that he was 
not worthy to unlace His shoe 
strings. (John 1:27). 


Jesus was a normal child, and 
no doubt wore shoes about His 
home and they appealed to Him 
just as your shoes appealed to 
you when you were a child. He 
made tracks in those shoes run- 
ning errands and obeying His 


ing to church. He walked over 
sixty miles to church once each 
year and back home again. He 
went in shoes each Sabbath to 


parents. He used His shoes go-. 


the Synagogue to. worship God. 
He walked in shoes from His 
home to Jordan to be baptised of 
John in Jordan (Matt. 3:13). 

In those shoes Jesus walked 
to the wilderness to be tempted 
of the Devil (Matt. 4:1). He 
walked in those shoes to His task 
in Judea, in Galilee, in Perea. 
He walked in those shoes up the 
mountain to pray and in the val- 
ley to labor, in the country and 
in the cities doing good (Matt. 
9:35). 

Among the erring He walked to 
guide them to the right; among 
the sick and needy to heal and 
to bless (John 5:1-9). Out into 
the dark and to Gethsemane. Then, 
“he went a little farther,” even 
to Calvary. There they pierced 
His hands and His heart, and His 
feet, His hands to do, His heart 
to love, His feet to go. 

“Looking upon Jesus as he 
walked”—What stately steps! 
What dignity of action! What 
grace of. motion! What lofty 
strides! What intelligent destiny 
expressed in His walk! What 
surety and poise and purpose in 
His victorious stride! He walked 
with a divine purpose, with divine 
mission and accomplishment. No

Remember that Jesus said that; a 


the man who intended to build a 
house should first count the cost 
(Luke 14:28). Jesus commended 
the man who, about to be fired, 
fooked well to his own future. 
Jesus did not endorse the man’s 
sin, but did say that Christians 
should be wise in trying to use 
their money so as to have credit 
in Heaven. And Jesus, comment- 
jing on this matter, said, “For the 
children of this world are in their 
feneration wiser than the children 
of light” (Luke 16:8). The dear 
Lord Jesus is displeased when 
Christian people do not wisely 
consider what they can buy for 
$10.00, or for $1.00, or for ten 
cents. It was Jesus who suggested 
that haunting question to the un- 
saved, “What shall it profit a 
man, he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” 
(Mark 8:36). If it is right for a 
lost man to consider “what shall] 
it profit?” to get material things, 
it is certainly right for Christians

Some Things You Can Buy 
for $10.00 

Let us see what $10.00 will buy 
on the market these days. Well, 
it will buy a turkey, or a big ham. 
A working girl who prepares her 
own toast and coffee in the morn- 
ing may eat for $10.00 a week, if 
she be careful.

said to exist at all—t.e., if there 
were no order there would be no 
anarchy; if there were no life 
there could be no death; if there 
were no good there could be no 
evil, and the possibility of evil in 
the concrete is compelled to be 
created in order that there might 
exist good. 

It is not necessary, 
that both correlatives should 
exist in the concrete in order to 
exist at all, or for us to have an 
idea of either of them; it is suf- 
ficient that one of them has an 
existence in the abstract. And 
such an existence all principles 
of quality, character, and state, 
have had from all eternity. Both 
correlatives generally exist in a 
concrete form; but the necessity 
of the existence of one of them 
from the correlation that the 
other may exist is not found -in 
the concrete, but in the abstract 
—if in the concrete, then with 
reference to good and evil, Man- 
icheism, or something similar, is 
correct. Good is eternal in the 
abstract’ and eternal in the con- 
crete; its correlative evil is eter- 
nal in the abstract and finite in 
the concrete. Evil never assumed 
a concrete form as far as we 
know till Satan became false to his 
obligations and rebelled against 
God. Both good and evil now 
exist in the concrete; and like 
the foci in the ellipse, they are 
the two foci of the moral universe. 
To one or the other all moral 
natures tend. Around one or the 
other all moral natures revolve. 
Up to one or the other all moral 
natures grow. Under the influence 
of one or the other all moral 
natures»expand, develop, and per- 
fect their characters. 


The Existence of Good and 
Evil Demand Future Rewards 
And Future Punishment 


All men are either good or evil. 
All men are moral agents. If these 
two propositions be true, it fol- 
lows if men are good or evil they 
are such as a matter of choice— 
voluntarily good or voluntarily 
evil. Indeed there is no other kind 
of good or evil. If this be true 
again, it follows, if one man be 
voluntarily good it gives him ac- 
tual merit, if another be voluntar- 
ily evil it gives him actual demerit. 
If one man possesses merit he 
deserves a reward whether he ever 
receives it or not; if another man 


however, 


possesses demerit he deserves pun- 
ishment whether he ever receives 
it or not. Now simple justice re- 
quires that they both shall have 
their deservings. It is not disputed 
that merit deserves and receives 
its reward; then in all the strength 
of an essential correlation 
demerit does and must receive its 
punishment. And the very same 
argument which would give 
merit reward beyond the grave, 
must in virtue of correlation give 
demerit punishment beyond the 
grave and the very same argument 
which gives that fixedness and 
perpetuation to merit beyond 
this life as to insure an eternal 
reward, gives that fixedness and 
perpetuation to demerit beyond 
this life as to insure eternal] pun- 
ishment. 

In fact, if there is no future 
punishment for the wicked, there 
is no future reward for the right- 
eous. If there is no eternal future 
punishment for the wicked, there 
is no eternal future reward for the 
righteous. The Bible unites the 
two, and uses the same language 
to express the time when both are 
entered into, and their continu- 
ation. A state of future rewards 
is the logical result of good in the 
concrete, when the subject of the 
good is in a state of trial. If so, 
a state of future punishment is 
the logical result of evil in the 
concrete, when the subject of the 
evil is in a state of trial. A state 
of future rewards and a state of 
future punishments are not cor- 
relative but they are results of 
the correlatives of good and evil. 
And as the correlation between 
good and evil necessitates the 
existence only of one or the other 
in the abstract and not in the 
concrete, there might be a state 
of future punishments without a 
State of future rewards, and a 
State of future rewards without 
a state of future punishments. The 
necessity of the existence of both 
States rests only on the condition 
that the respective qualities of 
Which they are the results assume 
a concrete form. Good and evil 
having assumed a concrete form, 
the existence of both states fol- 
lows, and the admission of the 
existence of the one is logically 
the admission of the existence of 
both,

rewarded in this world and that 
there is no visible distinction 
made between them and the wick- 
ed in the administration of God’s 
providence, it can also be assumed 
with equal truth as evidence of a 
state of future punishment that 
the wicked are not sufficiently 
punished in this world, and that 
there is no visible distinction 
made in providence between them 
and the righteous. An equitable 
administration of justice requires 
both a state of future rewards 
and a state of future punishments 
—and if there is a God, He is 
just: and if He has a government, 
it is one of justice. In short, if 
there is. no Hell, there is no 
Heaven; and if there is neither, 
there are no such qualities in the 
universe as good and evil; and if 
there are no such qualities, there 
is not an intelligent, free, moral 
agent in the universe—in fact, 
universal being, involving mind 
and matter, relations, principles, 
and things, is a universal false- 
hood.

The automobile cannot guide it- 
self. It must have an 
hand on the wheel. The one who 
guides it must not be under the 


influence of any evil spirits found | 


in bottles. He must not be asleep. 
He must not be a lunatic. He 
must be sober, sane and sensible 
if the car is to be guided safely. 
The Christian, too, must be 
guided. He cannot direct his own 
steps nor lay out his own path. 
“As many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God” 
(Rom. 8:14). When the Spirit is 
at the wheei the duty will be well 
done and the road will be safe- 
ly traversed. Have you taken your 
hands from the wheel and turned 
your life over to the Spirit of God? 

The car may be beautifully 
painted, splendidly upholstered, 
equipped with new tires, have 
the license plates in place and 
still make no progress.

There 
must be power to restrain, as 
well as power to constrain, in 


every Christian’s equipment. “Thus 
far shalt thou go and no farther” 
must be applied in the everyday 
life of the believer. Bands are 
just as necessary as joints. 

Gasoline is necessary in the 
tank but oil is necessary through- 
out the car. The car would soon 
burn itself out if there were no 
oll in the engine. The inward 
parts of the car, the clutch, the 
differential, must be lubricated. 
The outer parts of the car, the 
wheels, the fan, the steering ap- 
paratus must all be greased if 
the car is to run properly. The 
oil is another figure of the Holy 
Spirit. Not only does he empower 
for service but he also equips 
the Christian for happy service, 
sweetly and kindly given. He 
makes things run smoothly when 
there is danger of friction. He 
makes it possible to operate with 
heavy loads and with great bur- 
dens without the engine heating 
up and sticking tight. How won- 
derfully blessed the Holy Spirit 
is in all His ministry for 
Christian. 

There must be cushions in the 
car for comfort. Who wants to 
ride on a hard, board seat? Com- 
fort in the seat is a prime req- 
uisite for happy automobile driv- 
ing. Our Lord calls Himself the 
God of all comfort. He not only 
would have us as soldiers serv- 
ing Him in the battlefield, but 
he would have us comfortable, 
enjoy sweet peace of the heart and 
the comfort of the Holy Spirit in 
our souls. In one place He said,

The Bible Uses the Same 
Terminology About Future 
Blessedness and Future 
Punishment 


The Scriptures contrast the 
future happiness of the righteous 
and the future punishment of the 
wicked, and use the same terms 
as to the duration of each: “Many 
of them that sleep in the dust of 
the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to 
shame and everlasting contempt” 
(Dan. 12:2). Daniel is speaking 
of the resurrection of the 
eous and the wicked, and of their 
reward and punishment, after 
that event. The word rendered 
“many” in this text is also ren- 
dered “multitude.” The sense of 
the verse is that the multitude of 
them that sleep-in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, etc. The re-

hadnezzar in his proclamation to 
the people, in speaking” of God 
says: “His kingdom is an ever- 
lasting Kingdom’’—olam kingdom. 
After the terrible judgment which 
fell on Nebuchadnezzar, he says, 
“And I blessed the Most High, and 
praised and honoredehim that liv- 
eth foréver”’—liveth alema (Ale- 
ma, lealemin, adalema, haolam 
and leolam are forms of the same 
Hebrew word, olam.) Said Darius, 
* make a decree, that in every 
‘dominion of my kingdom, men 
| tremble and fear before the God 
of Daniel; for he is the living God 
and steadfast forever’’—steadfast 
lealemin. Speaking of the kingdom 
of Christ, Daniel says: “In the 
days of these kings shall th2 God 
of heaven set up a kingdom which 
Shall never be destroyed’ -des- 
troyed lealemin. “The saints of 
the Most High shall take the Fing- 


surrection spoken of shall be com- 
plete, for the righteous and wicked | 
are both included, and there is no 
other distinction in favor of a/| 
partial resurrection. The reward | 
and punishment spoken of are | 
after this resurrection, therefore | 
they are rewards and punishments | 


after this life—after death. 
The duration of both is de-| 
scribed by the same word, it is! 


“everlasting life’ and “everlasting 
contempt.” The Hebrew word 
translated everlasting is olam. Let 
us see what is the general usage of | 
this word in the old Bible: “Abra- 
ham...called on...on the name 


of ...the everlasting God’— 
olam God. “The eternal God is 
thy refuge, and underneath are 


the everlasting arms’’—olam arms. 
“Lift up your heads, O ye gates; 
and be ye lift up, ye everlasting 
doors; and the King of glory shall 
come in’’—olam doors. “Lead me in 
the way everlasting’—olam. “The

I have given you enough of the 
Scriptures to show you from 
general usage the term olam 
means duration without end, and 
that this is its literal, primary 


meaning, in the Bible. It is so 
with aion, its equivalent in the 
Greek, and “everlasting,” ‘‘eter- 


nal,” its equivalent in the English. 
Duration without end is the pro- 
per and usual signification of the 
terms, everlasting, eternal, etc. 
If not, we have no word to ex- 
press eternal duration, except by 
inference. The word is never to 
be considered as used figuratively, 
unless when used with reference 
to things whose mature from 
necessity limits its meaning. If 
this is not a sound rule of in- 
terpretation, nothing ,can be re- 
lied upon when expressed in the 
words of any language. The sub-

Youth For Christ In- 
ternational is governed by a board 
of directors and a group of officers 
who are elected at the annual 
Youth For Christ Conference held 
each summer at Winona Lake, In- 
diana. A number of vice-presidents 
are elected to serve as the general 
overseers of large regions both 
here in this country and in foreign 
lands. These men are responsible 
for co-ordinating the programs 
within their general area and sup- 
plying speakers and special talent 
to the various local rallies. Usually 
each local rally has a director who 


is responsible absolutely for that) 
particular rally. 

The main requirement for a 
local rally to be a member of 
Youth For Christ International is 
that they agree to a very plain 
statement of faith in the funda- 


mental doctrines of the Scripture. 

This statement of faith is as [ol- 

lows: 

1. We believe the Bible to be 

.,, the inspired, the infallible, 
authoritative Word of God. 

2. We believe that there is one 
God, eternally existent in 
three persons: Father, Son 
and Holy Spirit. 

3. We believe in the deity of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, in His 
virgin birth, in His sinless 
life, in His miracles, in His 
vicarious and atoning death 
through His shed blood, in 
His bodily resurrection, in His 
ascension to the right hand 
of the Father, and in His per- 
sonal return to power and 
glory. 

4. We believe that for the sal- 
vation of lost and sinful men, 
regeneration by the Holy 
Spirit is absolutely essential. 

5. We believe in the present 
ministry of the Holy Spirit 
by whose indwelling’ the 

" Christian is enabled to live 
a godly life. 
. 6 We believe in the resurrec- 
tion of both the saved and the 
lost; they that are saved un- 
to the resurrection of life and 
they that are lost unto the 
resurrection of damnation. 

We believe in the- spiritual 

unity of believers in Christ. 

Such is the orthodox, fundamen- 
tal, clear Bible statement of these 
doctrines which is essential to the 
work of YFC. 

One of the main factors of the 
Youth For Christ movement is 
that it is interdenominational. The 
leaders widely publicize the fact 
and actually work it out in prac- 
tice that they are for the local 
churches and exist only as a help 
for local churches. They readily 
admit that God raised up the 
church as His organization for 
Christians. YFC serves only as the 
medium for bringing’ together 
evangelical churches and church 
leaders to present a united front 
and stand for soul winning, par- 
ticulariy of youth, in a community. 
The leaders of local YFC rallies 
throughout the world come from 
nearly every denomination con- 
ceivable, with the largest number 
coming from Baptist background. 
Jt is the earnest intention of 
YFC to channel converts back in- 
to local churches of their own de- 
nominational choice. The usual 
procedure is for the Youth For 
Christ rally director to inform

who stated a church preference 
for his denomination and who lives 
in his area. Then it is the local 
pastor’s responsibility to do the 
follow-up work. Some _ follow-up 
work is being done on an increas- 
ing scale now with high school 
Bible clubs throughout the land. 
This work is under the able di- 
rection of Rev. Jack Hamilton of 
Kansas City, Missouri. His work 
with high school Bible clubs grew 
up there in Kansas City and has 
now spread across the nation. 
One of the most important 
things about the Youth For Christ 
movement is the exceptionally 
high caliber of men who are work- 
ing with it. The presenti president 
of Youth For Christ International 
is Dr. Robert A. Cook. Dr. Torrey 
Johnson, the first president of the 
international organization and the 
pastor of the Midwest Bible 
Church, is now on the official 
board and helps in this capacity 
to forward the work of Youth For 
Christ. Mr. Ted W. Engstrom has 
just recently joined the YFC In- 
ternational staff as the executive 
director. He comes to them from 
Zondervan Publishers in Grand 
Rapids where he has for a number 
of years been the very valuable 
book editor and trusted Christian 
leader. Here is a statement issued 
by Mr. Engstrom shortly after he 
came to join the YFC staff. 

“I have joined hand and heart 
with the work’ and ministry of 
Youth For Christ International be- 
cause I believe with all my heart 
that this movement has been 
raised up of God to do the most 
important job in the world in the 
shortest time possiblc—the evan- 
gelization of “pagan” America and 
a broken, dying world. God has 
made Youth For Christ a, channel 
through which He has blessed 
hundreds of thousands of people 
and through which the mighty 
host across the world have been 
won to the saving knowledge of 
His Son.” 

Many of the fine evangelists 
who are doing a- wonderful job 
across America in a soul-winning 
ministry have come from. the 
ranks of Youth For Christ leaders. 
Dr. Billy Graham, first vice presi- 
dent of Youth For Christ Inter- 
national, is probably the best 
known of these evangelists to 
come to a point of great success 
in evangelism from the YFC move- 
ment. Evangelist Merv Rosell has 
also had some part in the forming 
of Youth For Christ, and his pres- 
ent evangelistic ministry is being 
greatly used of God. Dr. T. W. 
Wilson, another fine evangelist, 
has also risen from the ranks of 
YFC, 

Some of the typical Youth For 
Christ rallies across the nation 
will serve to give us some insight 
into the size of the work being 
done. At the present time there 
are about 872 local YFC groups 
in the United States and Canada. 
Scattered over 76 countries in the 
world there are altogether ap- 
proximately 2,000 local YFC ral- 
lies. One of the largest rallies here 
in America is held every other 
week in Minneapolis with six to 
twelve thousand people attending 
these rallies. The Chicagoland 
Youth For Christ rally is under 
the direction of Dr. Cedric Sears 
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and meets every Saturday night 
either in the Moody Church audi- 
torium or in Orchestra Hall, with 
frequently 2,000 or more present, 
In Detroit the rallies are held 
every other week and regularly 
pack out the Masonic Music Hall 
there. Thé Philadelphia rally is 
attended by 1,000 or 1,500 and the 
Toronto rally meeting in Dr. Os- 
wald J. Smith’s church is fre- 
quently packed out. These large 
rallies are making a serious im- 
pact for Christ in many of our 
large cities. 


It is always interesting to find 
out exactly how much it costs to 
finance such a large work as the 
work of Youth For Christ Inter- 
national. There are a_ hundred 
questions that come to mind con- 
cerning various items of expense 
for so large a work. YFC works 
on a budget which begins on July 
1 of each year and ends on June 
30 of the next. For the past year 
the total budget was $502,503.84. 
That is the total amount that it 
took to run Youth For Christ In- 
ternational for one year. The bud- 
get for this year was set at ap- 
proximately $720,000.00. This in- 
cludes all of the work of the YFC 
publications and all the various 
expenses connected with this

V. Opposition to Youth 
For Christ 


As is true for any large organi- 
zation trying to do a big job for 
God there has been some opposi- 
tion and carping criticism toward 
the Youth For Christ movement. 
The common enemies of the 
church are in direct opposition to 
the work of Youth For Christ be- 
cause it seeks to get souls saved 
and does so in a large way. In 
foreign countries, especially, there 
is strong opposition against YFC 
from the communist groups and 
also from the strong Roman Cath- 
olic groups. In Italy and France,

war heroes, musicians, singers. 
Then he said: ‘Care must be taken 
that the “bait,” having served its 
purpose, should be faded into the 
background and the sinner'’s final 
attention be focused on Christ 
alone.’ 

“Young people tend to be hero 
worshipers. Because of that nat- 
ural human trait Youth For Chris$. 
leaders have sought to reach them 
through outstanding men and 
women in various fields. The crux 
of the matter lies in switching 
their attention from the individual 
to Christ; and this has been done 
in the vast’majority of cases. Per- 
sonal contact with many of these 
leaders and outstanding Christians 
has led us to believe that they 
are truly consecrated servants of 
Jesus Christ, desiring only that 
young people come to know Christ 
through their testimonies or mes- 
sages.

places in contrast, and the same 
terms used with reference to the 
duration of both. Hear a few out 
great many: “And these shal] 
away into everlasting punish- 
ment; but the righteous into life 
eternal.” The reference of this 
verse to the future state of the 
righteous and wicked is indisput- 
able. It is at the end of a chap- 
ter full of such contrasts, and the 
retribution of the wicked in the 
chapter is appalling, which will 
be noticed in its proper place. 
“Everlasting punishment” — “life 
eternal’—‘everlasting” and “eter- 
nal” are the different renderings 
of the same word. The word in 
both instances is aionion. Ever- 
jasting punishment, everlasting 
life, eternal punishment, eternal 
life, aionion is from aion the Greek 
equivalent of the Hebrew olam. 
It means primarily and literally 
duration without end. When used 
with reference to things temporal 
its use is figurative. “He that be- 
jieveth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” The damnation 
is as final and unending as the 
salvation. No probation beyond 


such a thing is never intimated 
in the Bible. Universalism would 
make the verse read, “He that 


believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved: but he that believeth not 
shall be saved too.” With such a 
reading, gospel and faith are both 
nonsense. Other passages and the 
the Greek aion, 
I will consider hereafter; suffice 
it to say that every word which 
means duration without end, and 
is applied to the duration of God, 
and the happiness and continued 
being of the righteous, is applied 
to the punishment and continued 
being of the wicked. 

The following Scriptures are 
quoted, to show that there are 
terms which show the eternity of 
God, and the eternity of the hap- 
piness of the righteous, which are 
not used with reference to the 
wicked: “Uncorruptible God.” 
“This corruptible must put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality.” “After the 
power of an endless life.” Uncor- 
ruptible and immortal are from the 
same Greek word which means in- 
dissolubility. So does the word 
Akatalutos, translated in the 
verse above “endless.” Indissolu- 
bility, indestructibility—the_ idea 
of duration is not in them. Eternal 
duration from these words is but 
an inference. And if they are ever 
used with reference to this idea, 
the use is figurative. Every word

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Eternity! Its significance 
is as high and wide and deep and 


it fills Him, and all the worlds, 
and all the men, and all the de- 
mons, and all the angels, but per- 
form their parts in its awful sha- 
dow. I can tell you what time is, 
but eternity cannot be defined. 
Time can be measured, because it 
is first measured by the revolu- 
tions of the planets and the as- 
pect of the stars; because having 
a beginning and an end its past 
‘can be increased, and its future 
'diminished. It can be defined be- 
cause it has parts, these parts 
sustain relations to each other and 
the whole—any one of them can 
be selected out of the whole and 
given a name—any one of its parts 
‘can furnish an ultimate for the 
mind to reason about all the oth- 
ers. It can be defined, because 
having parts it can be analyzed. 

But eternity cannot be defined. 
Beginningless and endless it can- 
not be measured—its past increas- 
ed, its future diminished. It has 
no past, it has no future, it thas 
no ends, it has no middle, it has 
no parts—an unanalyzable, tre- 
mendous unity. If all the moun- 
tains of all the worlds were press- 
upon the brain, they could 
not weigh it down more heavily 
than eternity’s least conception. 


It is something which always was, 
and is, and always will be. It is 
coeval with God; it began when 
He began, and He had no begin- 
ning; it will end when He will 
end, and He will have no ending. 
It is unoriginated, beginningless, 
endless, measureless, imperishable, 


indescribable, undefinable _thing. 
Itself is its only definition. If 


asked, what is eternity? we can 
only answer “Eternity,” and in 
our answer confess our weakness 
‘and folly. It is older than the 
world, older than the sun, older 
than the stars, older than the an- 
gels, as old as God; yet no older 
now than when worlds, suns, 
stars, and angels were made, and 
never Will be any older, yet never 
was any younger. 

It is an infinite circle. A circle 
itself is unending. Mount the car 
of thunder, drawn by steeds of 
lightning, and ride around the 
world, and find the end of the 
equator. Fasten your horses to 
your chariot on the top of the An- 
des, facing to the East. Take the 
reins, apply the lash, and roll 
over the flowers, over the trees, 
over the rivers, over the cities, 
over the sands, over the islands, 
over the continents, over the seas, 
and girdle the world, and girdle 
it again, and girdle it forever. 
Where the line begins, and where 
it ends, you never will find—O 
Eternity! Mount Phoebus’ solar 
car, and seat yourself beside the 
driver, and search for the end of 
the ecliptic. Lay on the burning 
whip, and see the fiery-maned 
and foot-winged steeds ‘tlash 
through the constellations — ad- 
miring worlds standing out of 
your tracks, and space’s abysms 
gaping beneath you; and drive on 
till the wheels of your car shall 
shiver, and their worn-out axles 
break, and the over-driven horses 
die, and you are lost where no 
angel will find your bones—and 
you will find no end to the ether- 
eal circle. But these circles are 
finite, and while you cannot find 
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the end, yet you, in the search for 
it, pass along the same _ track 
again and again. Eternity is an 
infinite circle, and along its line 
you may travel forever without 
reaching your starting-point—an 
infinite circle, and NOW, the por- 
tentous NOW, is its centre. Being 
infinite, its centre is anywhere 
and everywhere, within its cCir- 
cumference. With reference to us, 
whatever was now, is now, or will 
be now, is its centre. We were 
born in the centre of the circle, 
we will die in the centre, and re- 
main there forever. 

Eternity is an infinite line. The 
strongest winged angel who 
cleaves the illimitable ether may 
track it, and track it forever, yet 
he can no more find its end than 
he can find the cradle or tomb of 
God. The plodding and incarnated 
soul of man can find it just as 
quickly. It is a day without a 
morning, a day without an eve- 
ning—an eternal noon. It was just 
noon when the world was made, 
it will be just noon when the 
world is destroyed—high noon for- 
ever. O Eternity! The idea deep- 
ens, Widens, and towers, till the 
human mind, . confounded and 
crushed, shrinks into infinite lit- 
tleness, and frightened flies into 
its temple, closes all the doors, 
and tries to hide its little self 
forever. 

O Eternity! All languages beg 
at thy footstool for one word to 
tell thy name; and all sciences 
pile their symbols at thy feet, 
and implore thee for one illustra- 
tion of thy length. But thy oracles 
are dumb because of the dullness 
of the querist—God can only be 
thy questioner. And thy vast pen- 


dulum beating to the birth and 
death of worlds, ever vibrating, 
goes and comes, and goes and 
comes forever—and all that we 
can do is to gaze in silent wonder. 
© Eternity! Mother of cycles, and 
parent of ages, whose incalcul- 
able and incomprehensible value 


no subtraction can diminish, no 


addition increase—thou only type 
of deity, and day of His duration 
—what must be thy significance 
when joined to the stern penalty 
of sin thou becomest to the lost 
Eternal Death. Dreadful phrase! 
It will be written with a fiery pen 
upon all the walls of Hell, and 
seared into every arch by the 
lightning’s blaze, and sounded 
through every dungeon by the 
thunder’s horrid breath. It is the 
motto upon the seal of God which 
fastens the doors of woe. There 
are no farewells in Heaven. Such 
a word never rang in chords of 
breaking anguish from the harps 
of the redeemed, or shrieked in 
their harmonious preludes, or 
danced upon their vibrating 
strings—also, there are no fare- 
wells in Hell—O Eternity! Etern- 
ity!! 

The thought has made me rest- 
less at night, “Knowing the ter- 
ror of the Lord.” May it ring 
through your ears. It always is 
the first motive to prompt a Sin- 
ner to repent.

Bob Cook of Chicagoland Youth 
For Christ said this in connection 
with the problem: 

“We feel much the same way 
that you do about it; but the fact 
is that we aren’t trying to reach 
people such as yourself. We're try- 
ing to reach unsaved young peo- 
ple, young people who have been 
used to good entertainment in 
their worldly pursuits, who have 
been accustomed to having a good 
time on Saturday night. So we 
plan our programs that way, but 


with a toning down and a sober- 
ing down in the last forty-five 
minutes or hour, and especially at 
the end when the invitation is 
given. And... God is honoring 
that plan, as we pray to Him for 
guidance in our planning of each 
program.’ 

“Torrey Johnson, in a statement 
to a reporter, said: 


“ ‘We don’t look like a church, 
we don’t sound like a church, we 
don’t sing like a church, and we 
don’t act or dress like we're in a 
church. The reason is simple — 
we're not a church. 

“ ‘Youth for Christ...is a re- 
ligious movement to get young 
people to return te God and to 
the reading of God’s Word.

I wish you could sit in the office 
of Dr. Bob Cook, the second presi- 
dent of Youth For Christ Inter- 
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national, and hear from his own 
lips the burden ,that is on his 
heart for revival and soul winning 
both in America and in the re- 
gions beyond. You would be made 
to feel at home by his genial man- 
ner but at the same time you 
would feel the serious devotion to 
the Lord which this man has.

What do the next few years 
hold for Youth For Christ? From 
the optimism of its leaders it 
seems apparent that YFC and its 
work is not nearly through but, 
in fact, merely beginning.

It is related that John Bunyan 
fiad written on the fly-leaf of 
fis Bible, “This book will keep 
vou from sin, or sin will keep you 
from this book.” It is a faithful 
éaying, and worthy of all accep- 
tation. Not for power, nor for the 
eift of the Spirit, nor for some 
special blessing, do we need to 
gray; but we may well join with 
David in the earnest petitions, 
‘Open Thou mine eyes, that I may 
tehold wondrous things out of 
Thy law....Give me understand- 
img, and I shall keep Thy law; 
yvea, I shall observe it with my 
whole heart....Order my steps 
in Thy Word: and let not any 
éeiquity have, dominion over me” 
(Psa. 119:18, 34,133). By “Thy 
faw”’ is meant not merely what 
anen commonly call the moral law 
of God, but His entire word, so 
blessedly celebrated in “the psalm 
of the laver” (119). 

To read the Word in a mere 
¢mtellectual manner will not min- 
ster Christ to the soul. Earnest, 
devout study of the Scriptures 
enust never be divorced from be- 
lieving prayer. It is by this means 
that the soul is maintained in 
communion with God. Prayerless 
S®ible-reading becomes dry and un- 
profitable, leaving the student 
heady and cold-hearted, But 
prayerful meditation on the in- 


- gpired pages will nourish the soul 
tn divine affections. 


The Word reveals Christ to us 
for food and example. It makes 
known to us the mind of the Spir- 
#t; and it is the appointed medium 
for the cleansing of our ways. 

Not by trying to imagine what 
Jesus would do in my circum- 
étances do I learn how a Chris- 
dian should conduct himself in 
this world; but by searching the 
Scriptures, and tracing there the 
lowly path of heaven's anointed 
One, I discern the way in which 
fie would have me to walk. It 
4s. forgetfulness, or ignorance, of 
Xhis that causes so many ship- 
Wrecks, not only in connection 

ith “the higher-life movement,” 
Sout among believers generally. 
ffuman judgment takes the place 
of the revealed will of God, and 
erievous disaster. is often the re- 
suit. 

The second point is of equal 
émportance. Every Christian is 
tindwelt by the Holy Spirit, as 
sve have already seen. He has the 
power required for holy living 
therefore, and need not plead 
and wrestle, as is the fashion 
with some, for “more power,” 
and “more of the Spirit.” What 
is required is subjection to the 
Word, that one may walk in the 
Spirit. A. simple illustration has 
been helpful to many: The believer 
may be likened to a locomotive 
engine, every part in working 
order and filled with the propell- 
‘tng steam—a fit symbol of the 
Holy Spirit. But an engine thus 
¢quipped becomes a source of ter- 


rible destruction if off the rails. | 


The rails are the word of God. 
Alas, how many Spirit-indwelt 
people have created havoc by 
wild, uncontrolled emotionalism, 
mot in accordance with the Holy 
Scriptures! To have the Spirit 
cloes not guarantee that one will 
be guided gright unless he search 
the Scriptures and allows them to 
mark out his course, any more 
than to be well-equipped and full 
of steam guarantees that an en- 


gine will proceed in safety to its: 


destination unless it be upon the 
Tails. 

The third statement has already 
been before us in the paper on 
Ganctification by the Word; but 
I would press it again upon the 
reader’s attention that the Scrip- 
tures are the water given for 
our practical cleansing from de- 
filement as we go on in our ap- 
pointed way through this scene. 
Let there be unhesitating self- 
judgment the moment I find my 
behavior or my thoughts and the 
svord of God in conflict, and I 
shall undoubtedly grow in grace 
as well as in knowledge. 

“There are three who bear wit- 
mess, the Spirit, and the water, 
and the blood: and the three agree 
in one” (I John 5:7,8, R. V.). 

The blood is the witness of pro- 
pitiation, and tells of Him who, 
having died for our sins, is Him- 
self the Mercy-seat to whom we 
come boldly, as unto a throne of 


grace, that we may obtain mercy, 
and find grace to help in time of 
need. , 

The water is the word of God, 
as Ephesians 5:26 and Psalms 
119:9 make plain. That word testi- 
fies to the advocacy of Christ, 
as a result of which the Holy 
Spirit applies the word to the 
heart and conscience of the child 
of God, thus cleansing his ways 
and sanctifying him daily. 

But the three must never be 
separated. “A ‘threefold cord is 
not quickly broken.” Christ Jesus 
has borne my sins, and lives in 
glory to be my heart’s loved Ob- 
ject. The Spirit dwells in my body, 
to be the power of the new life 
and to guide me into all truth. The 
word is the medium through which 


Bi am enlightened, directed, and 


cleansed. 

In Ephesians 5:18-21 it is writ- 
ten: “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit; speaking to your- 
selves in psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, singing and mak- 
ing melody in your heart to the 
Lord; giving thanks always for 
all things unto God and the Father 
in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; submitting yourselves one 
to another in the fear of God.” 
Here is the life that is life in- 
deed, lived out in the redeemed 
on earth. But how am I to be 
“filled with the Spirit’? Is not 
this, after all, that very “second 
blessing’ which I have been con- 
cerned about? Let Colossians 3: 
16,17 give the answer: “Let the 
word of Christ dwell in you rich- 
ly in all wisdom; teaching and 
admonishing one another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing with grace in your hearts 
to the Lord. And whatsoever ye 
do, in word or deed, do all in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God and the Father 
by Him.” The one passage is the 
complement of the other. To be 
filled with the Spirit, I must let 
the word of Christ dwell in me 
richly. Then will the blessed re- 
sults spoken of in both epistles 
be manifest in me. 

Nowhere in Scripture is it 
taught that there is a sudden 
leap to be taken from carnality to 
spirituality, or from a life of 
comparative unconcern as to god- 
liness to one of intense devotion 
to Christ. On the contrary, in- 
crease in piety is ever presented 
as a growth, which should be as 
normal and natural as the orderly 
progression in human life from 
infancy to full stature and power. 
In Peter’s first epistle he writes: 
“Wherefore laying aside all mal- 
ice, and all guile, and hypocrisies, 
and envies, and all evil speak- 
ings, as newborn~- babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the Word, 
that ye may grow thereby [unto 
salvation, R. V.]: if so be ye have 
tasted that the Lord is gracious” 
(I Peter 2:1-3). And he again 
emphasizes the place and import- 
ance of that word with a view 
to growth in spiritual strength 
when he says, “According as His 
divine power hath given unto us 
all things that pertain unto life 
and godliness, through the know- 
ledge of Him that hath called us 
to glory and virtue: whereby are 
given unto us exceeding great 
and precious promises; that by 
these ye might be partakers of 
the divine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the 
world through lust. And besides 
this, giving all diligence, add to 
for, have in] your faith virtue; 
and to virtue, knowledge; and to 
knowledge, temperance; and to 
temperance, patience; and to pa- 
tience, godliness; and to godliness, 
brotherly kindness; and to broth- 
erly kindness, charity. For if 
these things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall nei- 
ther be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (2 Peter 1:3-11). Here 
is depicted no sudden growth of 
spirituality acquired in a moment, 
as a result of some great renun- 
ciation, but a steady, sober walk 
with God, and uninterrupted 
growth in grace and knowledge 
through feeding upon the Word, 
and giving it its proper place in 
the life. 

. It is vain to reason that “there 
can be no true growth until holi- 


ness be first obtained by faith.”

“tender mercies, kindness, hum- 
bleness of mind, meekness, long- 
suffering,’ and a spirit of forgive- 
ness toward all men; while, as a 
girdle to bind all in place, he 
counsels the putting on of “love, 
the uniting bond of peace.”

I have written, I trust, with 


malice toward none and charity 
toward all, however mistaken 
some may be as to the line of 
teaching they indorse. And [ 
gladly bear record to the pious, 
God-fearing lives of many who 
profess the “second blessing;” but 
I have no manner of doubt that 
their devotedness and godliness 


spring from a ‘totally different” 


source than that to which they 
mistakenly ascribe it, namely, to 
the very thing I have been here 
inculcating—meditation on the 
word of God, coupled with a 
prayerful spirit, thus leading out 
the heart to Christ Himself; Of 
this may we all know more until 
we see Him face to face and be 
forever wholly sanctified!
